But the electric light is so Renerally used 
throughout Pennsylvania and Ohio, even in 
small houses, in ail towns of two thousand 
inhabitants and over, that gas is fast pass- 


ig out of usci for illumination. 
There t is ran exaggerated idea ot 
the 


dangers from explosion, etc., by natural 
gas. 
The fact is that, under ordinary cir- 


cumstances, it will not explode. There 
must be present, as a positively necessary 
condition to explosion, a definite proportion 
of air with the gas. 
This combination is so 


rarely present that we may feel as safe as 
when using ordinary gas. 
Tbo explosions 


which have occurred, and have reached us 
in exaggerated reports, have been due to 
unreliable gas-fitting, which was due to 
tho rush to utilize the escaping product 
when gas was iir.se "struck." Jfow, of 
course, this is all remedied, as well as the 
unequal pressure, unil accidents are as 
rare as in the use of any inflammable sub- 
star.??—irorosene, for example. 


Th3 most interesting question now is: 


"Will the gas hold out?" To this question 
your correspondent addressed himsalf with 
some care, and he thinks he can Rive you 
some fresb. information. 
Two years ago, 


when visiting the Grapevillc and ilurrays- 
villo region, many new wells bad just been 
" struck." To show the enormous pressure 
then exhibited,we would note the following: 
From an " cscapo tube," six inches ia diam- 
eter, the gas issued in such volumes as to 
appear visible as a "blue streak"—shot 
with momentous force fifteen feet across 
a ravine, against a bank. From this bank 
tho soil and smaller stones had been combed 
off as if by a road-s-:rapcr, leaving tho bare 
rock exposed, which was polished by tho 
force of the gns blowing pebbles, dirt, etc.
